\Hitler Request 
For Fleet Seen

Darlan Failed Because 
of ‘Military and Strate- 
gic Exigencies.’

VICHY, Feb. 4-—(UP)— 
Efforts to solve the 51-dav-old 
crisis in French-German rela- 
tions received a sharp setback 
tonight, after Admiral Fran- 
cois Darlan’s return from 
Paris, when Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain balked at the 
‘pretentious’ demands of 
Pierre Laval and his Nazi 
supporters. 

Darlan’s efforts in Paris to over- 
even at the 
price of restoring Laval to a post 
of great authority in the Vichy 
regime, were understood to have 
failed largely due to “military and 
strategic exigencies.”

Cuba and Batista 


President Fulgencio Batista has taken over 
again in Cuba. Actually, he never relinquished 
control. From news reports it appears that 
plotting, which has been going on for three 
years, reached a stage where the one-time 
army stenographer had to act or be assassinat- 
ed or deposed. 

Cuba’s politics always have been tumul- 
tuous. And during the brutal rule of the late 
Gerardo Machado, whose long list of murders 
and cruelties makes even Hitler’s seem modest 
in comparison, there were developed political 
and radical schisms which probably will never 
heal. 

Batista’s story is unusual. He was an army 
sergeant, serving as a stenographer. He or- 
ganized the noncommissioned officers secretly 
and so well that, following the flight of Ma- 
chado, and the subsequent efforts to establish 
a president, he was able to take over the army, 
dispose of its officers and name his own, and 
also to swing the navy into his orbit. The navy, 
while not strong in ships, does have strength 
and is an important political factor. 

Batista was a dictator. He named: the presi- 
dent for the people to elect. He established 
schools. He put army sergeants in them as 
teachers. When there was criticism of the 
army handling the schools, he pointed out that 
before there had been no schools at all. He 
established hospitals and built a modern and 
adequate tubercular hospital where none was 
before. 

His rule was strict He has maintained an 
army much larger than the republic needs, but 
it has been his bulwark. Likely it will save 
him now. For a time at least. He is intelligent 
and it is probable, the people, who idolized 
him for years, still are with him. 

The opposition party’s strength has been 
growing because, as is true in any “strong 
man” government, those who are in the op- 
position party do not obtain much in the way 
of concession from the government. As long 
as the army and a majority of the people are 
for him, Batista will remain in charge. 

The real complaint of the opposition has 
not yet appeared. Until it is made, it will be 
impossible to measure its possible strength. 

Batista has the support of the United 
States. This is not a time for trouble. And 
Batista, who consistently has supported the 
democratic aims even though he was forced 
at times to use strong measures, has much to 
recommend him. Cuba has enjoyed a more 
tranquil period under him than she has known 
for many years.

The British Way 


A quiet genius for understatement, a knack 
of “carrying on” as closely as possible to the 
normal under the most abnormal circum- 
stances, that is the British way.

You remember, of course, that Regent 
street suffered heavily from bomb damage and 
destruction. Yet, in this advertisement, there 
is only one, rather oblique, reference to the 
abnormal state of affairs. The final paragraph 
reads: 

“Owing to the fragile nature of plate glass, 
there have been occasions of late when we 


have not been able to make our usual displays 


in tke windows. The doors, however, are open 
and we are at your service as always.” 
Can you beat it? Neither can Hitler.

As It Looks Today 
Regardless of Hitlerian bombast in the 
propaganda-inspired pessimism of some ap- 
peasement-minded businessmen of the United 
States, the changing kaleidoscope of war is 
beginning to reveal a more hopeful outlook 


for the cause of Britain and freedom. 


Events in Africa and Albania are evidently 
leading up to new and! more bitter disasters 
for the misled dupes of Benito Mussolini. 
There can be no doubt the African empire of 
Il Duce is doomed. It is flying to pieces and 
crumbling like an unstable house of cards. In 
Albania the Greek advance beyond Tepeleni 
presages not only the cutting off of Balona 
and the entire Italian southern front but also 
places the northern Italian forces in imminent 
danger of encirclement by a pincer movement 
of the Greeks. 

Activity of British and Greek naval and 
air forces in the Adriatic has badly disrupted, 
if not entirely broken, Italian lines of supply. 
Several Italian transports have been sunk with 
heavy casualties and the British are penetrat- 
ing further and further up the narrowing sea. 

It seems inevitable that the collapse of 
Italy cannot be far distant. When it does come 
the psychological effect, not only in the Bal- 
kans, but through all the captive nations now 
under Nazi domination, will be tremendous. 

In so far as the main front, the battle of 
Britain, goes the outlook for ultimate British 


victory remains undimmed. 
Undoubtedly ihe British are in for a terrific 


“Spounding from the air this spring but there 


is no reason to believe they cannot take, and 
survive, the worst that Hitler’s luftwaffe can 
send. The threatened invasion from across 
the channel, if it does come, will be indica- 
tion of desperation among the Nazi leaders. 
The undertaking is too precarious, involves too 
heavy losses on slim hope of success, to be 
launched as anything but a forlorn hope. It is 
almost certainly foredoomed to failure before 
it starts. 

On the other hand British invasion of Eu- 
rope, once the Hitler fury has expended it- 
self, is by no means hopeless. Britain has 
now called 8,000,000 men to the colors. By 
1942 this force will be trained and ready. 
It will, pray God, be equipped with British and 
American-made implements of war in quantity 
and of quality to make it irresistible. Likewise 
by 1942 the RAF should have wrested mastery 
of the skies. 

A British invasion on the continent would 
fight with at least the moral support of the 
vast majority of the people of the now-con- 
quered lands. A far different condition from 
that which would face Nazi invaders even 
could they find a foothold in England. 

The key to such a program is speed. It may 
well be that upon the speed with which the 
United States congress enacts the lease-lend 
bill depends the issue of world freedom or 
world slavery to Nazi masters.

“The dark country of Ethiopia may now write 
a brilliant chapter under the theme of poetic 
justice,” declares the TULSA WORLD, which tells 
of drums “sounding across Ethiopia and beyond,” 
while the PORTLAND OREGONIAN points out 
that “The drums of Ethiopia are thudding again 
and the Lion of Judah is somewhere crouched— 
that queer little King with the black whiskers— 
on his native sands. Though Maile Selassie was 
reduced in exile to changing uniforms in a wash- 
room, and today is a poor man, there is a fair 
prospect that, with the British victories in north 
Africa the tide of fortune has turned for the 
Ethiopian Emperor.” And the DENVER POST 
feels that “For the deflated Mussolini, the re- 
turn of Haile Selassie, the ‘Conquering Lion of 
Judah,’ to Ethiopia must have been the last 
straw.” 

The DES MOINES REGISTER suggests that 
“Just as Ethiopia was the first of the little coun- 
tries wholly yielded up to an aggressor, it will 
also be the first to be reclaimed from them.”

in Cuba walking down toward 
the American embassy for a talk with Sumner Welles, then ambas- 
sador to Cuba and now assistant secretary of state under Mr. Core 
dell Hull, the tall Tennessean. 

Things were rather tense then, with the forces of destiny and 
of hatred and of the people closing in on the pock-marked Gerardo 
Machado, the worst dictator who ever lived. Yes, I mean the worst. 
And I’ve heard of Hitler. 

A couple of blocks from the embassy there is a beautiful park 
on one’s left as one walks along. And as I walked along there came 
the sharp crack of a revolver shot from over in the park. A 
mounted policeman who was near by spurred his horse over the 
sidewalk into the park and rode at a gallop toward the point from 
which the sound had come. 

I followed on foot. There was a young Cuban, with a hole in 
his head and plenty of blood. He had picked some of the brilliant 
hibiscus flowers which matched his blood. They lay loosely in 
the half-opened hand which had picked them. 

He had killed himself as a protest against the dictatorship of 
Machado; against the closing of the university; against the whole 
dirty business. 

Later on that afternoon, walking along the Prado, a crowd came 
surging out of a side street and collided with police who were 
Swinging clubs very lustily indeed. They knocked down a few and 
the others dispersed. They were the veterans of the Spanish War 
whose pensions had not been paid. They were not so young any 
more and couldn’t stand up to the punishment so well.

WASHINGTON, Monday.—Yesterday promised to be a peaceful 
day, but I forgot that I had been away Saturday and not one, but 
two, baskets of mail awaited my return. 

However, even though I had taken Saturday 

off, I felt I must be free one day in the week 
in the White House, so I deliberately spent some 
time showing the children around the house 
after lunch, and talking with various friends. 
In between, I read through innumerable let- 
ters. My tea guests stayed until 7 o’clock and I 
was barely ready to welcome other guests who 
came to supper. 


After supper we had “The March of Time” 
and a light newsreel, which the President 
seemed to enjoy.

This house stands by itself, quite back from the street and is 
admirably fitted to be a home for single men. There is ample room 
downstairs for lounging and office work, as well as a kitchen and 
dining room. Forty-seven men can be housed on the second and 
third floors. The building has been completely rehabilitated by the 
men themselves. 

They learned how to scrape and refinish floors. They painted 
everything. They recovered chairs and hung curtains. Not one 
new thing was bought for this whole house and yet it is simple 
and attractive in its furnishings. This is a temporary home for 
lonely men and they pay for their room and board in script, which 
they earn in the shops. At the same time they do-work which will 
help them to obtain jobs, which may be enough to put many of 
them back on their feet as self-supporting human being?. 

They had at the house an exhibition of the work done at the 
exchange shops which are, of course, in another building. They 
have a baby dress made from the material which architects use in 
their drawings and a very nice baby dress it was. There were also 
many loaves of bread from their bakery and much reconstructed 
furniture. 

Back at the White House I received the Ambassador of Panama 
and Senora Brin, and the Ambassador of Chile and Senora Michels.
